THE CONFEDERACY, 


How the New Government Was Set 


Upon Its Pins. 


The First Official Order--The First 


Oraftfor !Hone>--A Wooden 


Official Heal. 


Montgomery (Ala.) Letter in Cincinnati En- 


quirer. 
Alabama's capitol building ia but out of 


many interesting relics of those exciting daya 
that are to be found hero. The old warchouae 
that was converted into the executive depart- 
ment of the new venture in government mak- 
ing «ti!l stands. The old bank where ita lirat 
fiscal operations were conducted is yet intact, 
and the old banker who loaned it the Itrst 
dollar it ever used is utili living, indeed, nil 
over the town ure scattered monuments of that 
supreme folly. 


While looking about at these old reminders 


of the past I heard a queer story—a scrap of 
the early history of the Confederacy 
Colonel 


Henry C. Capers, who now lives in Home, tla^ 
gave me the narrative, and he was -on the 
boards in the very first scene. He was a part 
of the inauguration und began official life with 
the experiment before the sun went dowu nu 
the first day of its esistence. 


"I was just out of school," said he, ''the year 


the war broke out and cnme dowu here from 
my country home to have a frolic and take part 
in the inauguration of Mr. Davis. The ceremo- 
nies had been concluded and I came down from 
the capitol building to the Exchange hotel, in- 
tending to go home that night. I met Mr. 
Meminger by accident. He and my father 
were intimate friends. 
AVe shook hands, I 


made some remarks about the events of the 
day, and thun told him I must prepare to go 
home. 


" '.N'o, you must not,' he replied. 'We have 


need of all the young men here. Come to my 
room iu uu hour; 1 want to see you.' 


'Sixty minutes after he left me I was at the 


door of his room. He invited me in, and Mr. 
David aat near a table in the center. 
Leading 


me up to him, ht> said: "Mr. President this ia 
my private secretary.' Thou turning to me, 
said; 


"Mr. 
Davis ban just honored me with the 


appointment of secretary of the treasury, and 
i nave appointed you iny private secretary. 1 
want you to go and tind quarters and establish 
an office at once. The world must know to- 
morrow morning that the Confederacy is a 
fixed fact, sue! that its executive departments 
are leady for business.' 
''i left him, aud after some trouble secured 


the old warehouse yon see yonder for the treas- 
ury department, and took immediate possea- 
oion. There was no furniture, and ou it dry 
goods box i wrote the nrat official order of the 
Confederate government. It was dated Mont- 
gomery, Ala., February 18, 1S61, aud read: 


•• Tie otliee of the secretary of the treasury 


of the Confederate States of America ia estab- 
lished at the corner of Market and Commerce 
streets, where the Hon. Mr. Meminger, secre- 
tary of the treasury, or the undersigned; can ho 
found from 9 a. m. to 3 p. m., lo transact the 
business of that department.' 
''The Mail and Messenger, in its issue of the 


IWth of February, printed this curious official 
document. This was the starting point, and it 
eeems ludicrous enough to look back to it in 
the light of the mighty events that have oc- 
curred since those davs. 
Mr. Memmgei was 
the first cabinet officer appointed and an- 
nounced, but the other departments'were rap- 
idly tilled, and the government was soon in 
working order. 
There were naturally many 
amnaing incidents connected with the early or- 
ganization. 1 remember that only a day or so 
after the treasury ; department was opened a 
tall, soldierly-looking man came in and asked 
tor Mr. Meminger. 1 told him he was at the 
capitol attending a session of the senate 
He 
said he must see him. i replied that it would 
be hard to do so until after the senate ad- 
joivrued, and asked him if there was any- 
thing I could do for him. He introduced him- 
self ae Mr. Charles F. DeyB, and said: 
U'I have heen appointed by President Davis 


as acting secretary of war, and a company of 
soldiers has arrived in need of provisions and 
quarters.' 
" 'There is not a cent in the treasury,' said I. 
'but I will consult Mr. Meminger and'see what 
can be done. But Mr. Davis said he must have 
rations and quarters for the men, and that it 
was very singular that there should be any de- 
lay. 
He seemed much annoyed that the gov- 


ernment wae not fully equipped and in posses- 
sion of the resourcea'to meet the demands of 
•war. 


"I finally told him to return in &n hour, in 


the mean time I sought Mr. Meminger, ex- 
plaining to him the situation. He told me to 
go to Capt Knox, of the central bank, aud get 
whit money was necessary for the immediate 
relief of the war department, 
I saw Capt. 


Knox and told him of Mr. Meminger's request 
Ho said we could have all the money we 
wanted, tmd I thin); I drew $300 to start the 
military arm of the Confederate government. 
"When Sir. Deys, the emergency secretary ot' 
•war, returned", I told him that if he would go 
and purchase such provisions as hie army re- 
quired and provide it with the necessary quar- 
ters he 
could draw 
upon the treasury 
department for the 
money to 
pay 
the 


bins. He went away, soon had tho troops 
in suitable quarters aud fed. Capt. George ^V. 
Lee commanded the first company to report 
for duty to the Confederacy, and it waa from 
UeKalb county. This organization made the 
first draft on the Confederate treasury. 
"This is bnta sampleof the curious incideuts 
1 might tell you. One of the first pressing ne- 
cessities of the treasury department was an 
official seal. 
When we came to look about for 
an engraver, we could not rind a num in the 
Confederacy that could engrave cu steel, aud 
only one or two that cut on stone. After a 
vexatious search we were obliged to have one 
cut on wood. It was a rude affair indeed, but 
it answered the purpose. The first official 
paper it was used upon was the ships' register 
of the cruiser Alabama. The hunt for an en- 
graver was but a type of numberless troubles. 
Every freah demand that was made upon us 
developed the fact that we had depended upon 
the north for almost everything produced by 
skilled labor. To the last we had no end of 
trouble in securing men who cotild even in- 
differently perform the duty required of them. 
Our people did remarkably well, however, un- 
der the circumstances, aud it was not long be- 
fore we, in a measure, overcame the diffiulties 
aud had the government in fair running order. 
1 stayed with Mr. Meminger until the govern- 
ment moved to Kichmond, and then went into 
the amiv.

American Journalism. 


CharleB A. Dana, editor of the 


New York Sun, while in San Fran- 
cisco, a f«w days ago, was asked by 
an interviewer to give his views on 
American journalism and its distin- 
guishing features. 
The veteran cov- 


ered the ground in the following con- 
centrated 
philosophy: 
"American 


jeurnaliFtu is, above all things, pro- 
gressive. 
The newspapers of to-day 


are incomparably better than they 
wore twonty-five or thirty years ago, 
when I first began to know them 
\yoll. 
They are more varied in their 


contents ; there is more information 
in them. 
They are far more solid 


and of greater utility to their readers. 
There if. less froth in them and more 
substance. 
American newspapers as 


compared with English journals have 
far lest* conventionality and much 
more freedom. 
They have a much 


firmer ^rasp on the living interests of 
society. 
There is in England a 


much larger class of men of educa- 
tion — men familiar with literature, 
who have no special sphere of intel- 
lectual activity, and they fall natu- 
rally ir.to journalism. The English 
newspapers are, therefore, 
much 


more scholarly, but not so vigorous 
in thought and not BO vital as the 
American." 


LIU.IE DABST, who has just died 


in Ohio, was a remarkable character. 
As a ctiild she was one of the most 
promising high school pupils in Cir- 
clevills. 
After leaving school it was 


her lot to work for her living. 
She 


did cot wish to teach. Her mind 
ran to writing and newspaper work. 
The position of editor and publisher 
of the Circleville Herald became va- 
cant by the death of the proprietor. 
She took full charge of the journal, 
and raade it one of the liveliest 
week-y papers in the state. Picka- 
wuy county, of which Circleville is 
the county seat, is largely Democrat- 
ic: yet this energetic girl not only 
made her Eepublican paper profita- 
ble, hut edited it so ably as to attract 
general attention. Her party ser 
viceF were well appreciated, and af- 
ter the election of the last legisla- 
ture she was tendered the position of 
engi ossing clerk of the senate.

The party is composed of Professor 
Pierce, astronomer of the coast sur- 
vey; Professor Holden, of the Wis- 
consin Observatory; Mr. llockwell, 
of Tarry town, New York, one or two 
niivnl ofticors, and several others.

spool roscopic study of the outlying 
phromoftphero and corona of the sun, 
the physical condition uf which is a 
mooted question.

Church, and a woman whose society was 
much sought after by her friends and ac- 
quaintances. 


Mrs. Giles, who waa a remarkably spry 


and well preserved woman for her age, 
was in her usual good health up to 
Tuesday, previous to which time she was 
able to take her meals with the family at 
the table. On the forenoon of Tuesday 
she was sitting in her room, and as was 
subsequently told by herself, she arose 
from her chair, and taking a step or two 
she fell upon the floor, becoming at once 
unconscious.
